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REPORT    OF    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    SCHOOLS 

To  the  Springfield  School  Board: 

I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Superintendent 
oi  Schools. 

This  present  school  year  marks  the  first  full  year  that  we 
have  occupied  the  Memorial  School.  Following  the  votes  of 
the  1949  Annual  Meeting,  the  rights  of  the  District  to  the  Center 
School  were  transferred  to  the  Town.  The  Maxfield  School  was 
sold  at  public  auction  and  was  purchased  by  Joseph  Ryan  for 
$490.00. 

Additional  blackboard  space  was  provided  in  both  rooms  of 
the  new  school.  New  equipment  includes  two  tables  and  six 
primary  chairs. 

The  final  grading  and  landscaping  of  the  school  grounds 
still  remains  to  be  done.  This  could  be  finished  at  relatively 
small  expense  and  would  add  much  to  the  appearance  of  the 
school  property  as  well  as  providing  a  better  play  area  for  the 
smaller  children.   Playground  equipment  is  needed. 

The  enrollment  as  of  January  1,  1950  was  59.  This  is  a  de- 
crease of  5  over  last  year  due  largely  to  the  fact  that  there  is 
only  one  child  from  Grafton,  whereas  a  year  ago  there  were 
seven.  This  loss  of  Grafton  pupils  means  a  real  financial  loss 
to  the  District. 

There  are  13  pupils  enrolled  in  the  first  grade.  This  is  an 
unusually  large  entering  class  and  gives  evidence  that  the  en- 
rollment will  increase  fox  the  next  few  years. 

There  are  fifteen  students  attending  high  school.  Of  these, 
one  each  is  enrolled  at  Newport,  Sunapee  and  Enfield  and  the 
remaining  twelve  are  attending  New  London  High  School. 
Three  students  who  started  high  school  in  September  have  left. 
Tuition  rates  continue  to  rise  in  keeping  with  school  costs  and 
this  item  is  a  large  one  in  the  current  budget.  However,  the 
values  of  a  high  school  education  far  off-set  the  cost.  It  does 
place  a  real  responsibility  on  our  tuition  pupils  to  attend 
school  regularly. 

We  had  one  change  in  the  teaching  staff  this  year.  Mrs. 
Mabel  Pillsbury  who  had  taught  for  several  years  in  Grantham 
is  teaching  grades  4-8  and  Mrs.  Yvonne  Kezar  is  again  teach- 
ing grades  1-3. 

A  hot  lunch  program  was  started  on  January  3,  1950.  This 
program  has  come  about  through  the  hard  work  and  generosity 
of  many  parents  and  townspeople.  Some  of  the  summer  resi- 
dents  have   made   substantial   donations.    Several   parties  have 
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been  held  in  the  school  to  raise  money.  We  are  opei-ating  under 
the  Federal  School  Lunch  Act.  The  government  pays  nine 
cents  toward  the  cost  of  each  meal.  The  actual  cost  to  the  pupil 
will  depend  on  the  amount  of  donations.  If  there  are  many 
donations,  it  may  be  possible  to  reduce  the  price  of  the  meal. 

Mr.  Bernard  Rudner  resigned  from  the  School  Board  in 
October  and  Mrs.  Ann  Watson-Jones  was  appointed  to  serve 
until  the  next  Annual  Meeting. 

May  I  commend  the  citizens  of  Springfield  in  your  genuine 
interest  and  generous  support  of  the  activities  of  the  school.
